3» PETIT's resistance movement (subsequently referred to as BM) is not 
aotually an improvisation set op on PETIT 1 ■ own responsibility* The organisation 
is sell known to the Frendh War Ministry and ata nds In a com and relationship 
to the Ministry* Source established this fact in the following saoner. He 
(in his capacity as Austrian Police offioial) reported an incident Involving 
j&snbero of the RM to the French IS in Innsbruck* The French IS was apparently 
obt informed about the organisation and sent an officer to Parle to find out 
if the RU had any .offioial booking. When he returned Source was lnfonpd that 
the BM was a legal institution set up within the frafee work of the Frenife 
Military plans*
